That law 
did establish the gold standard, and 
the gold standard lias existed in prac- 
tice to the present day except during 
the era be^jiniiini; in IHl'i'J and lasting 
to IH7», w lien paper was the sole cur- 
rency iu ordinary circulatiuu. Kven 
the paper curreney waevataad really 
in gold, although gold waa ordinarily 
sgxiken of as at a premium. "Broth- 
er Jackson" wrote himself down in 
history us a gold-bug, and we aru 
proud to "fall baek oa" Brother 
Jackson along with Cleveland and 
Carlisle. And we even feel perfectly 
safe in falling back on JelT ersoll 
in saying that if gold and silver 
are to be coined iu unlimited ipian- 
tities into legal-tender coins they 
can be boneatly eoiaed ealy at their 
commeretol ratio, which right now 
would be at over to I. We do not 
favor even that sort of a coinage pol- 
icy, for we are confident that it would 
not establish bimetallism; but it 
would not rob creditors nor wage- 
eariiors. 

If the theory of Bryan and present 
day silvi rit. s is eorri ct biiin tallisiii 
does not ill peiiil for its estalilisli- 
iiient upon any ratio; one ratio is as 
good aa aaotber : all that ia uecessarv 
b a law allowing unlimited legal- 
tender coinage, and bimetallism is 
established. Hut if you tacitly ad- 
mit that bimetallism at 16 to 1 was a 
failure you give tbo vboto aUverite 
case away. 

There is a deal of quibbling by the 
silverites on the meaning of the word 
"bimetallism." We take It to mean 
the concurrent circulation of gold 
and silver at a fixed ratio of coinage. 
You aeem to interpret it to mean the 
enactment of a law allowing the un- 
limited coiimgi- of pild and silver at 
at a tlM il ratio. What good does the 
"establishment" of your sort of bi- 
metallism do towarda providing a 
bimetallic currency? 'Your defini- 
tion of bimetallism we don't consider 
the true one, because the mere en- 
actment of a liiiiietallic law ilid not 
cause the concurrent circulation of 
gold coins and silver dollars at any 
tiuiebetweea 17M and IMS. The 
purpoeea and objects of tow-making 
oil tlie money subject are pmctical 
results. If a biim tallic law uoes not 
result in biinetullic currency that 
law is a failafe. flappaea (bwe was 
a little gold and a little silver, com- 
paratively speaking, coined nearly 
every year between ITttt and lt04. 
what practical good did it do towards 
supplying a national eurrencyT It 
certainly was almost barren of re- 
sults, for shortly after 1792 the coin- 
merclul ratio changed from 16 to 1 
and what gold was coined was taken 
to the mint merely to get the "hall- 
mark" of weight and fineness stamp- 
ed apoa it. The owner of that gold 
didirt put it into elrcutotton in Ibis 
nation, for it was worth more than 
silver abroad and he sent or took it 
where its market value waa greatest.
